CONDENSED HISTORY OF THE CANADIAN DERBY 



One of the leading events of Canadian racing comes up for decision at Fort Erie this afternoon. This is 
the Canadian Derby, for three-year-olds, at a mile and a quarter, and is of the guaranteed value of $5,509. 
It will be ruu for the fifteenth twe today. When first run in 1898 it was won by the speedy filly. Miss 
t'Ussie, but since then no filly has been able to run In'tter than third in it. Some of its winners, notably 
Aiarlimas. Advanee Guard, Claude,' Fort Hunter, Peter Sterling, Sager and Zens, were fine horses and fre- 
quently victorhHis in good compaiqv on other tracks in l^anada and the United States. East year’s winner. 
Zeus, is now in France under training by his fonner owner, Sam Hildreth, and quite likely to be heard 
from in the French and English racing of next fall. Some of the best yonng horses of 1912 are named to 
contend for Us. honors today and the prospect is for a capital race. The record of the event is as fediows 
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circuit, comprising the tracks at Eagoon, Butte and 
Anaconda. Judge Hopper served fur many years 
as presiding judge at Oakland and, following the 
sus)H‘nsion of racing at that track, has been taking 
life easy in his native state. Judge Hopper will 
lie no stranger to the itatrons of racing in Montana, 
for he s<*rveU in an executive capacity at the Butte 
track for several years. Judge HopiM'r is interested 
in liiecding in a small way lu Konttlck.v. being tlie 
owner of several broodmares from whii'h he hois's 
to sometime get a race horse whose performauc«‘s 
will repay him fur the expenditures be has made 
in this direction. 

J. O. Keene, who is travelling west with Judge 
Hopiier, has just concluded a highly successful cam- 
paign over the Kentucky tracks as trainer for J. 
N. Faniden, for whom he developed Hellhs. tlie 
eliaiuidou two-yi'ar-old of the season. Mr. Camden, 
who is at present in Baltimore discharging his;dntle> 
as a delegate from Keutneky to the Democratic 
National Convention, telegraphed bis eongratulations 
to trainer Keene following the victory of Hellos in 
the Ciiiciiimiti Trophy at lAtonia Wednesday and 
expressril his gratification over the siilendid showing 
tliat lleiios has made since be innue .his debut at 
Eexlngtou. It is .Mr. Camij^o’s am'dtiou- to. Win the 
Kentucky Derby and ■ it is tin the furtherance of 
plans to that eiul that Helios has been retired until 
next season. ’Trainer Keene figures that he will 
Is-iH'Ilt greatly by a ri;splte from training during 
the rest of the year and he feels conddent that the 
gi'Iding will develop into a great thfe«; -year-old. 
Before leaving Eitonia, Mr. Keene shipiieil Helios 
to Ix'xington. with others of the Camden horses, 
and he is now running out at Hartlnnd Stud. Mr. 
Keene is taking eighteen horses west to race and 
H'll. He plans lo return to Keutneky for the fall 
terra of racing. His brother. G. H. Keene, is 
alread.v in the west with some horses tliat . he has 
iK'cn racing at Coriir d’Alene, and the two dlvisiiHis 
of the Ke»‘ue stable will be amalgamated at Lagoon.

Kentuckians Confident That T. C. McDowell’s Great 
Colt, The Manager, Will Win — ^Froglegs De- 
pendence of Canadian Contingent, 



Buffalo. N. Y„ June 28.— The running of the 
Canadian Derliy. the feature race of the opening of 
tlie summer meeting at X'ort Erie tomorrow, prom- 
isi'S a great race. It will be a case of Kentucky 
against Canada. T. C. McDowell’s good colt Tlie 
.Manager, one of the crack three-.v<;ar-olds of the 
Kentucky circuit, and John W. Schi^r’s Froglegs. 
the champion of his age on the Canadian circuit, 
are among the six carded to go to the post in this 
f*ce- The Kentuckians express great coulidence in 
Fbe Mauag<;r and if he is all that Is eiaiined ^>r 
him it looks as if he should win. FrogU-gs is a 
good game colt, can run fast over any sort of a 
tMck, and no route is too far for him. In bis last 
effwt he fiuislMsI a good second to tk,-ean Bound end 
in bis final trial at Hamilton on W(>tlnes4laT he 
Went a mile and a quarter in 23)634 in handy 
fashion. 

'The Kentuckians seem to think that The Man 
ager will take the lead at the start and make a 
ruiiawaj’ affair of the race. Froglegs is none to<) 
fast a iM-giuner and this looks to be the only thing 
against him. In the event of rain the whole com- 
plexion of tlie race will be changetl. for in th** 
event of the track being slow or mudd.y the race is 
conceded to the Si’borr coit. Buckborn, another re- 
ci-nt Kentucky arrival, will also have a following. 
On Weiliiesday he workeil a mile and an eighth at 
Fort Erie lu 1:54. the first mile lieing covereil in 
1 :4U )4. Gauz has been engageil to ride him. while 
T. Koenier will have tbe mount on The Manager 
and Butwell will handle Froglegs. If Flamma starts 
she will bo ridden by McTaggart. Byrne will ride 
Manager Mack if he starts. 'Tlie overnight prloes 
qnotisl by some of the prominent la.vers are: The 

Manager, evens; X’roglegs. 3 to 2: Buckborn. 8 to 1 ; 
others, 30 to 1. 

The Niagara Racing Association has made prepara- 
tions for a ^nnt meeting. A liaudsoiue and com- 
modious betting ring has l»>en ens-ted. or ratlier the 
old paihlock has lioea converted into a le-tting ring 
and a new paddm-k has lieen built below where the 
old one stood. A concrete floor has been laid in the 
bi'tting shed, which is a cnmmoilions stmetnre and 
probahl.v the N-st of its kind on the Canadian cir- 
cuit. The track has received a top dressing of sand 
and loam and a force of men have tieen kept busy 
getting it into condition for a month past. A 
bridge connei'ting the clubhouse with the r;-servcd 
section of the grandstand has been built and it is 
the intention of the maiiagenient to make this part 
of tbe track (Mipnlar with the society folks of 
Buffalo.
